A WEST SIDE RAID, 


ONLY NINETEEN GAMBLERS AND A LITTLE 
FURNITURE CAPTURED. 

At 8:30 last evening the Desplaines street po- 
lice made a descent upon the gambling-hdéuse 
at No. 179 West Madison street, commonly re- 
ported to be owned by Dyer Smith, and capt- 
ured nineteen inmates and one roulet, one baz- 
ard, one poker, and twofaro tables. When the 
police arrived in front of the place peo- 
ple in the vicinity suspected the object 
of their errand and a large crowd 
had gathered before the officers entered the 
building. The police were unresistingly ad- 
mitted to the gambling-rooms and conducted 
the prisoners down-stairs and into a patrol 
wagon. As the wagon drove off to the station 
the lookers-on sent a prolonged yell after 
them. This form of demonstration was re- 
peated when another wagon departed with the 
furniture. All the gambling apparatus, 
valued at $500, was burned in the 
furnace at the station, and an hour later the 
prisoners were bailed out, the bonds being 
signed by George Reichhold. The places on 
Haisted street—Nos. 76, 77, and 79—were also 
visited by the officers, but they found closed 
doors and darkened rooms. A person well in- 
formed about matters in the vicinity, and who 
was in the neighborhood when the police began 
operations, d that there were games in 
progress in the other houses, but that they got 
the tip and closed before the cops got 
there.

WasHInator, D. C., Sept. 30.—[Special.]— 
The result of the fight for the Chicago Ap- 
praisership is more doubtful. Tonight Mal- 
colm MeKee is perfectly confident. He says 
he had the Appraisership within his grasp un- 
til Col. Morrison brought Lieb prominently 
into the fight, but that now Lieb has dropped 
out and he again has the supremacy. An Illi 
nois Democrat today called at the White House 


to ascertain, if possible, Mckee’s status. The 
President informed him that McKee’s candi- 
dacy was very favorably considered, and that 
no thought of his withdrawal should be enter- 
tained. The President said further that he had 
not yet reached a decision, but that McKee’s 
papers were phenomenally strong and had 
been carefully reviewed. 

There is no doubt that Secretarv Manning 
recommended Gen. Lieb’s appointment, saying 
at the same time that the recommendation was 
made mainl for political reasons. It is equally 
certain that he expected the appointment to be 
made simultaneously with that of Healy. Since 
that time numerous protests against Lieb's ap- 
pointment have been received. Among other 
papers is a petition signed by a large number 
of. prominent Chicago importers saymg that 
the present Appraiser is an efficiert and 
experienced man,, and that the commer- 
cial interests of the city demand that a 
man of equal ability and experience should be 
his successor, and that an unsuitable appolat - 
ment would do much harm politically and 
otherwise. Potitions of this kind have bad 
much weight with the President, and cause the 
present delay. Some of the President's ad- 
visers have thrown doubt upon MoKee's quali- 
fications. It has been suggested that he has 
not the technical knowledge necessary for an 
efficient performance of the duties. 

Col. Morrison said tonight that he knew noth- 
ing further about the contest; that he had reo- 
ommended Gen. Lieb's name when called upon 
to suggest one, and sbould take no further in- 
terest in the matter unless further consulted. 
It is known that the President some weeks 
ago expressed bis intention or providing for 
Gen. Lieb in one of the local offices in Onicago. 
This expression probably had some weight 
with Col. Morrison in the recommendation he 
made. McKee does not think that he now Aas 
any formidable rival, if Gea. Lieb is out of the 
contest, as he thinks Hoyne, Onaban, and all 
the others were set aside at the opening of the 
present week.

BISHOP OBERLY IN LUCK. 

The irformation comes tonight on good au- 
thority that John H. Oberly of Liinois, now 
Superintendent of Indian Schools, or Commis- 
sioner of Indian Education, as he described, is 
to become Marshal of the District of Columbia. 
This position carries with it the duty of offi- 
ciating at the President’s receptions and act- 
ing as his grand chamberlain and master of so- 
cial ceremonies. Oberly tonight denied this 
report, but the authority for the statement is 
very good. As far as learned, Obeny 
would be indebted for his appointment 
almost entirely to the personal impression 
which he has made upon the President and his 
private .secretary. According to reliable in- 
formation, the appointment has been con- 
templated for weeks. It has been rumored 

Oberly was to receive one ot the appoint- 
mets in this District which have been regard- 
ed as honorable and desirable einecures and 
political gifts. If the Marshalsbip is not 
awarded to him it is said that he will become 
Régister of Wills, or possibly Retorder of 
Deeds, but that the President is now consider- 
ing the advisability of inviting him to become 
Marshal in time to officiate at all the festivities 
and official receptions of the coming winter. 
Marshal McMichael, present incumbent, ex- 
pects to be relieved Nov. 1. 

REGULATING CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 

United States Minister Merrill bas sentto the 
Department of State copies of regulations re- 
cently promulgated by the Hawaiian Kingdom 
controlling the immigration of Chinese. In sub- 
stance they are as follows: 

No vessel will be allowed to land more than 
twenty-five Chinese passengers at any port in the 
kingdom unless the passengers in, excess of that 
number are provided with passports entitling them 
to enter. Passports entitling the holders to return 
to the kingdom will be granted to persons of Chi- 
nese nationality now resident or who may here- 
after become resident on the island, provided such 
persons have been engaged in trade or have con- 
ducted some industrial enterprise during at least 
a year of their residence. No return passports 
will be given to Chinese laborers leaving the island. 
Passports will be granted at the foreign office also 
by his Majesty’s consular officers at Hong Kong, 
Shanghai, and San Francisco to any Chinese women 
desiring to come to the islands, and to Chinese 
children whose parents are residing in the king- 
dom or who may not be more than 10 years of age. 
Passports entitiing the holder to enter the kingdom 
will also be granted at the foreign office to such 
persons of Chinese nationality as the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs may claim it proper to admit to the 
kingdom. 

All orders and instructions regulating the incom- 
ing of Chinese into the kingdom heretofore made 
and proclaimed are rescinded. 

THE WARD MURDER RECALLED, 

A decision rendered by Secretary Lamar to- 
day will recail to many in Chicago the atrocious 
murder of the Ward brothers two years ago in 
the Devil's Lake region. They were murdered 
by a mob in the interest of a man who laid 
claim to the land which the Ward brothers had 
rightfully occupied. The decision of Secretary 
Lamar vindicates the acts and the memory of 
those brothers. It holds that the man who 
claimed the land had no right to 
it whatever; that he was an English alien who 
had not even taken out his first papers of 
naturalization, and to confirm the lawful 
claim of tne Ward brothers the Secretary 
awards the title to what is nowa very vaiuabie 
tract of land in the Devil's Lake region to the 
little daughter of Fred Ward, a child of per- 
baps 8 years of age. The Wards were nephews 
of Charies B. Farwell. 

CAPITAL GOSSIP. 

It is estimated that there has been a decrease 
of about $12,000,000 in the public debt during 
the month of September. The payments on ac- 
counts of pensions during the month were 
about $4.000, 000. 

The President sent for Dr. J. B. Hamilton,

It was very difficult to learn anything definit 
yesterday concerning the reauction made in 
wages. A reduction was made through the 
different departments; but it was not uniform 
and did not include every man. No one, how- 
ever, received any increase of wages. In one 
case men receiving $2.50 per day were cut to 
$2.25 perday. In another the reduction was 
from $2.78 to $2.26. The only way 
to get a correct schedule of the 
reductions was to gain access to 
the company’s books or tosee each individu- 
al workman, plans equally impracticable. The 
men who escaped the reduction are believed to 
be very few, and in no case where reduction 
was made wasitiess than 10 per cent. in 
many cases the per cent was much larger. 
The men consider the reduction equivalent to 
a 10 per cent reduction in all departments.

A DETECTIVE SUES A PAPER FOR LIBEL AND 

GETS SERVICE ON Mn PROPRIETORS 

WHILE THEY ARE AT THB BALL GAME. 
Zachary T. Kehoe, a detestive, brought suit 
against W. E. Easton and 8. E. Clewell to re- 
cover $25,000 for publisu Hg an article in the 
Daily Gazette of Stillwater, Minn., Aug. 22, 
charging that he shot and, killed R. W. Kerr. 
The defendants are proprietors of the 
Gazette. Kerr was a runaway cashier at 
Stillwater. He fled to Canada and 
Kehoe went in search of him, caught bim, 
and was with him on the railroad train near 
Montreal when Kerr committed suicide. Some 
dispatches stuted that it was thought that per- 
haps Kehoe did the shooting, but the Coroner’s 
inquest clearly exonerated him. 
was published, however, in the Stillwater pa- 
per giving some of these, rumors on the sub- 
ject and headed Kehoe Killed Kerr.’’ It is 
chiefly to this alliterative headline that objec- 
tion is taken. 

Messrs. Easton and Clewell were seen at the 
Clifton House last night. Mr. Easton, who 
edits the paper, acted as apokesman. He said 
that his paper, the Datly Gazette, had published 
the details of the defalcation and flight to Can- 
ada some weeks ago of a man named R. W. Kerr. 
Subsequently they printed. statements concern- 
ing the pursuit of Kerr by detectives em- 
ployed by Mr. Clark, the owner of the Stillwa- 
ter gas-works and the Stillwater water-works, 
for whom Kerr had worked iu the capacity 
of a ocoilector. He said the Gazette 
had also given the circumstances of Kerr’s 
mysterious death on a railway train in Canada 
while being shadowed bg the detective, but 
that the paper had never stated that the de- 
tective, Kehoe, or any other had killed him. 

“To tell you the truth, I believe and have 
always thought it, that Kerr cemmitted éui- 
ide.“ 

What are the grounds of the suit?“ 

“T don’t know. Ican’t remember a word 
that we ‘printed that might be construed 
into an attack on Kehoe. All we know 
about it is that we came down hereto witness 
the bali games between the Chicagos and the 
New Yorks and we received a summons to at- 
tend court Oct. 3. We have no idea what Ke- 
hoe’s claims in detail are.“ 


A SORROWFUL SIGHT. 


ARTHUR MCMANUS STEALS TO SAVE HIS 
WIFE AND CHILD FROM STARVING—HIS 
WIFE VISITS HIM IN JAIL. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 30.—[Special.j— 
Arthur McManus, a young man of prepos 
sessing appearance and refined manner, was 
arrested on Eleventh street last night in wom- 
an’s clothes, and today was arraigned in the 
police court charged with complicity in a re- 
cent house robbery. An extraordinary scene 
occurred when the prisoner's wife, a woman cf 
not more than 20, was admitted to his cell and 
fell into his arms, crying hysterically, ** Arthur, 
Arthur, how came you here?”

Harrison’s Lawyers Busy Hunting Up More 
Technicalities—Miscellaneous Po- 
litical Notes. 


Contrary to expectations which may have 
doen raised by sensational reports of coming 
rows in the Republican party, yesterday's 
meeting of the Republican County Central Com- 
mittee passed by without any clash or disturb- 
ance and without even attracting the usual num- 
ber of spectators. It was called to meet at 3:30 
p. m. at the Grand Pacific. Ald. Dixon, the 
First Ward member, turned up missing, and, as 
he bad failed to send a proxy, hig ward remained 
unrepresented. E. R. Biss of the Second 
Ward was also absent, but was represented by 
Martin Best. Ex-Ald. Gilbert and W. . 
Kent, representing the Fourth and Fifth 
Wards respectively, were detained by 
official business in the Custom-House. 
The former had found time to issue a 
proxy to J. L. Woodward, but Mr. Kent had not 
thought it wise to do even this act of possible 
offensive partisansbip. The Tenth Ward was 
not represented at all, Mr. Kline baving neg- 
lected to send a proxy. The committeemen 
present included Chairman Smyth, Secretary 
Price, Alex. White, B. Quirk (proxy), Deputy- 
Coroner Knopf, Charles Catlin, Al Le 
Brun, Sam Raymond, W. E. Suhr, F. 
J. Filbert, E. J. Whitehead, and W. C. Kinney. 
Among the outsiders attending the meeting 
were Senator Crawford, the sponsor of the new 

Condee, Charles 
Brainard, and Murry Nelson. * ö 

As soon as the meeting had been called to 
order Charies Catlin said he had a resolution to 
offer. Chairman Smyth said it would be read 
for information. The resolution set out that 
the Central Committee was elected to represent 
tne Republican party and to do its bidding, 
that the people want the Crawford primary law 
tried, and that therefore it was the sense of 
the committee that the call for the next con- 
vention should be issued under the Crawford 
law in order to make it operative 
and that the call sbould be framed with a view 
to secure to the Republican voters the fullest 
benefit of the law. 

The resolution was numerously seconded; 
but before the motion to adopt was put Mr. 
Murry Nelson asked that the committee re- 
ceive some resolutions adopted by the Third 
Ward Republican Club which meant about the 
same thing. Mr. Sam Raymond suggested it 
would be time to attend to the wishes of the 
Third Ward after the motion before the house 
was disposed of, and the Chair toid Mr. Nelson 
to have patience for a while. Mr. George Bass 
then said he had canvassed the committee at 
its meeting in June and had then found that it 
was unanimous in favor of the Crawford law. 
There was no further discussion and Catlin’s 
resolution was adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Kinney presented a request of the Hyde 
Park Club asking for a continuance of their 
town-convention system; their primaries, of 
course, to be held under the Crawford law. 

Mr. Raymond objected. He had read the 
Crawford law twice and he had been unable to 
discover in it any authority for domg what 
Mr. Kinney bad asked for. The latter ex- 
plained that it would be impossible for Hyde 
Park to obtain a fair representation in the 
county convention except by means of a town 
convention, and that the holding of the latter 
need not conflict with the Crawford law. Mr. 
Whitehead suggested the appointment of 
a committee to draw up a call 
and that Kinuney’s motion be referred to that 
committee. The Chair ruled that Kinney’s mo- 
tion was untimely, but that it could be taken 
up when the committee decided to iesue a cali, 
On motion of Mr. Raymond the Chairman and 
the Secretary were then instructed to prepare 
a form for a cali under the primary law, and 
the meeting thereupon adjourned. The com- 
mittee will probably be called together again 
within the next ten days to fix the time for 
holding the convention. 

Senator Crawford stated after the meeting 
that there was nothing in the law to prevent 
Hyde Park from selecting her delegates in a 
town convention. The committee could provide 
for ward or town conventions whevever such a 
course seemed advisabie, as the Crawford law 
only applied to the noldmg of primaries and 
did not assume to prescribe whether delegates 
should be elected direct by the people or by 
conventions, provided that the primaries 
proper were held in accordance with the law. 


HARRY DONOVAN RESIGNS HIS YOUNG DN. 
MOCRACY PRESIDENCY. 

Mr. Harry F. Donovan surprised last night’s 
meeting of the council of the Young Democ- 
racy by opening it with the reading of a long 
letter in which hetendered his resignation as 
President of the organization. There were

AMUSEMENTS, 
WEBER HALL—MR. DODGE. 


The pianoforte recital of Mr. Charles W. 


Dodge at Weber Hall last night served to still 
further emphasize our constantly-increasing 
richness in the matter of pianists. Mr. Dodge, 
although alate comer, is already quite generally 
known as an elegant and scholarly player. His 
selections were in three numbers. The first 
contained four pieces, as follows: Bach's 
Gigue in G major; Chopin’s Etude for the left 
hand, op. 10, No. 12; Nocturne in G major, 
op. 87; Schumann's Traumeswirren *’; Men- 
uet by Scharwenka. The first showed 
his finger technic to good advantage 
and was one of the most successful bits of the 
entire evening. The second was marred a 
little by bad pedaling. The nocturne was the 
difficult but highly-poetic one in the thirds and 
sixths. It was perhaps the least successful of 
the entire concert. For one thing it was 
played too loudly, and for another 
there was not enough feeling in it. 
The next selection was played with commend- 
able tightness, and the Stbarwenka menuet 
went downright well. His second number gas 
a novelty. It was Grieg’e so-called Bali ég 
in form of variations upon a Norwegian mel- 
ody. The theme is a quaint and poetic air 
in minor mode, harmonized as mistily as 
possible by Grieg. The variations eventually 
arise to a considerable climax of passion, 
which, however. was imperfectly realized upon 
this occasion. The work is one which needs to 
be heard a number of times. In the 
estimation of quite a number of 
musicians it is the best -work of 
Griez, an opinion not to be upheld 
vy the present writer without further informa- 
tion from an artist like Neupert or Carreno, 
who could bring out the hidden fire which 
burns under the Scandinavian mists and snows. 
Mr. Dodge’s closing number was the empty 
Impromptu of Schubert in E flat (the one con- 
sisting of scale runs in the right hand), and 
the fourth;of the Lisat Soirées de Vienne. 
In these reservations it is due Mr. Dodge to 
recognize the fact that he is iu the act ot form- 
ing u new habit of public appearance, namely, 
of dispensing with the notes. This, at first, 
is a dificult thing to do, and when superim- 


posed upon a sensitive temperament has the 


immediate result of hampering the artist 
and of destroying the freedom of 
his work. Later t will result 
in a genuine concert style. Mr. Dodge is an 
exceptionally ciean and satisfactory player, if 
only he had somewhat more of passion and 
abandon. 

The singmg of the occasion was by Mrs. 
May Phoenix Cameron. Her first number 
was Faust's Sancta Marias, which was 
taken somewhat too slowly. Her 
second was Only the Sound of a Voice,” by 
Watson, a song with good points, but not rest- 
ing on a genuine intuition of the relation of 
music to feeling. For this reason it does not

In all these the phenomenally beautiful 
quality of ber voice was a constant source of 
delight. Mrs, Cameron does not seem to have 
learned as yet that voice and artistic phrasing, 
however rare in excellence, cannot produce 
their full effect upon an audience until they 
are applied to musical conceptions of inherent 


vigor and pathos; for these alone can furnish 


such an organ its full employment. The audi- 
ence was large and attentive. The accompani- 
ments were played by that fine musician, Mr.

OBSERVATIONS. 


Probably 75 per cent of the people who went , 


out to watch yesterday’s contest felt that Chi- 
cago would lose. It was almost too much to 
hope that they would win. A portion of the 
remaining 25 per cent hardly knew what to 
think, and the others were sure that the day 
would mark the defeat of che home team. 
The result was therefore somewhat in 
the nature of a surprise, and was 
all the more appreciated. It was this that 
made the enthusiasm even more wild than the 
previous day. There was never such @ pro- 
longed yell, never such waving of handker- 
chiefs, never such tossing-up of hats as when 
Fred Pfeffer crossed the home-plate on his 
four-base hit. And when the ninth inning closed 
and a second victory was scored for Chicago 
the crowd was simply crazy. If Chicago should 
win another game it is difficult to understand 
how the spectators can have any voices left 
with which to do their cheering. 

About the first noticeable fact to the observer 
was that the field mad been cleared from the 
foul flag to a line east of the outfielders. The 
three-base rule insisted upon by the New- 
Yorkers in Tuesday’s game had worked so 
strongly in favor of the home team that they 
would have no more of K. They asked fora 
clear field, and it was given them. 

The.e was no doubt about the anxiety of the 
Chicago boys to follow up the advantage of 
Tuesday’s victory. In previous games with 
New York Chicago has been. half whipped be- 
fore going on the field simply through fear of 
their opponents. They spent several weeks 
before the beginning of the present series try- 
ing to rid themselves of the idea that New 
York must of necessity win a majority of the 
games. The winning of Tuesday's game 
showed them that they could outplay New 
York, their confidence in their supremacy was 
largely restored, and they went into yester- 
day’s game with less fear of the “‘giants”’ than 
ever before. 

New York found Clarkson as hard to hit as 
McCormick, and he did some sharp work. In 
the first inuing. for instance, with O'Rourke 
and Connor—the heaviest batters in the league 
as the first men at bat, Clarkson sent them 
both to first on called balis, and as a result 
caught O’ Rourke napping at second, while Con- 
por and Ewing went out a moment later in a 
doubie play by Pfeffer and Anson. This swift 
ana determined manner of handling the ball at 
the very outset of the game undoubtedly had 
its effect upon the New York batsmen, and did 
as much perhaps as Clarkson’s puzzling de- 
livery accomplished toward holding the visit- 
ors down to a total of three hits. 
The demoralizing result of heavy batting and 
generous run-getting in the first inning was 
clearly shown in Tuesday’s game, and in taking 
no chances against the heavy hitting abilities 
of Connor and O’ Rourke Clarkson showed ex- 
cellent judgment and foresight. 

In Keefe the home team found a more diffi- 
cult man to bat than Welch. His ugly habit 
of stepping out of the box in the delivery of 
the ball counted in his favor, and he was fre- 
quently admonished to keep within his post- 
tion. Ewing's catcbing was as brilliant as that 
of the day before, and his stopping of the 
sometimes wide delivery of the pitcher called 
for more than usual applause. 

Kelly, with bis record of five hits and a total 
of eleven bases off Welch, could do nothing 
with Keefe. His playin the field was excel- 
lent, bowever, and be had his wits about him. 
For instance, in the fourth inning, while he was 
at bat and Gure was at first, Ewing let the ball 
get past him and Gore started for second. 
Kelly ran toward the crowd in the direction of 
which the ball was rolling, crying, ** Don’t 
touch it! Let it alone!“ in order that a dead 
ball” might not be called and Gore sent back 
to first. 

When Chicago came in for the last half of 
the fifth inning, the score standing 1 to 0 in 
favor of Chicago it was unwise for Capt. Anson 
to hasten the play of bis men at bat in order 
to finish the inning and make a game, thinking 
that it might be called on account of rain. He 
need not imagine that a shower will close any 
ot the contests with New York. Nothing less 
than a heavy rain will do it, for New York 
* would not be willing to have game called 
when Chicago is ahead, and the crowd would 
undoubtedly be willing to sit through a lively 
shower to see the game played toa finish.

STOCK EPIDEMICS, 


HOG-CHOLERA REPORTED TO BE SPREAD- 
ING IN MINNESOTA—MEBTING OF THE 
ILLINOIS LIVE-STOCK COMMISSIONERS. 
RED WING, Minn., Sept. 30.—[Special. |—The 

hog-cholera in Wabasha County is spreading. 

One farmer has lost nearly 100 hogs and others 


have lost ali the way trom four to twenty. 


The same disease has also appeared in Belle 
Creek, Goodhue County. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 30.—At a meeting of 
the Illinois State Board of Live-Stock Commis- 
sioners a report was made that the State is free 


from pleuro-pneumonia in the acute form. On. 


John Boyd's farm, near Elmhurst, in Du Page 
County, several cows show signs of having had 
the disease. They have been placed in strict 
quarantine by the commission. The Commis 
sioners ask the Governor to request the Gov- 
ernors of other States who have issued proc- 
lamations ef quarantine against the State to 
withdraw “he same. 

The State Veterinarian reported that he had 
commenced prosecution against one Thomas 
Wyren and his son William Wyren of Vandalia, 
who were guilty of selling a horse known to 
them to have gianders and the horse was af ter- 
wards taken from this State to Missouri. The 
board approved the action of the State Veter- 
inarian and authorized him to proceed in a 


similar manner with all cases of a like nature 


The State Veterinarian also reported that there 
is a practiomg veterinarian in Chicago who has 
been harboring a zlandered horse, and treating 
it, when it tis his duty under the law to—as 
soon as discovered—report the case to the com- 
mission, and he was instructed to prosecute 
him for such violation. After transacting con- 
siderable routine business the board adjourned 
to meet the 13th of October. 

At a meeting of the Iilinois State Board of 
Live-Stock Commissioners today the foliowing 
report relative to the condition of this State as 
to existence of pleuro-pneumonia was transmit- 
ted to the Governor: 

To the Governor: We beg leave to report that since 
our appointment we have in connection with the 
State Veterinarian made a thorough insvection of 
every pointin this State where the disease known 
as lung plague or contagious pleuro-pneumonia 
— cattiec was supposed to have at any time ex- 


The result of our investigation is to the effect 
thatthe State is absolutely and entirely free from 
such disease in an acute or contagious form. The 
24th of August we, in company with Dr. Paaren, 
State Veterinarian, and Drs. Baker and Hughes, 
veterinary practitioners of Chicago. visited the 
farm of John Boyd, located near EFElmhurst, Du 
Page County. Drs. Paaren and Baker. &fter ex- 
amination, provounced the Jersey cows, Erda 
Third and Caleri to be so-called recovered or 
chronic cases of contagious pleuro-pneumonia. 
Dr. Hughes disagreed as to Erda Third, but agreed 
that the lungs of Caleri showed traces of disease. 

Dr. Paaren also found traces of disease in the 
lungs of Gabriolle Champion, Drs. Baker and 
Hughes disagreeing. We at once placed 
all the cows named and the two others 
that had been running with them under close quar- 
antine. We also addressed a communication 
to the United States Commissioner of Agriculture, 
requesting him to order an examination of Mr. 
Boyd’s cattle by Dr. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. In compliance with that re- 
quest Dr. Salmon made an examination Sept. 15. 
the result of which was to sustain the opinion of 
Dr. Paaren on three cases. 

From the best authorities in the United States 
and Great Britain we learn that during outbreaks 
of pleuro-pneumonia it frequently happens that 
where the attack is in a mild form and where 
the hopes of 
effecting a cure the diseased portion ot 
the lungs become surrounded or encysted with 
a tough substance known as a capsule, and re- 
mains as it were hermetically sealed. While in 
this condition animais have the appearance of be- 
ing in good health. and will not communicate the 
disease. They are, however, regarded as sources 
of danger from the fact that diseased matter 18 li- 
able to eat through the surrounding capsule, and 
thus again become active or acutc. The great mass 
of authorities agree that the disease is liable to re- 
appear at any time within fifteen or eighteen 
months, although some few, among them being Dr. 
McCall of the Royal Veterinary College ot Glas- 
gow, Scotland, believe that the period of danger is 
passed at six months. 

In the case of Mr. Boyd’s cows, ten months or 
more have already ela Gd. We selieve that to 
secure absolute safety these cows should all be 
killed, but yet the risk is almost infinitesimal, and 
we do not believe that the public safety is suffi- 
ciently endangered to demand the perpetration of 
a great personal injury such as would necessarily 
fall upon Mr. Boyd if we should order the slaugh- 
ter of his cattle under the provisions of a law 
which would not permit us to pay him even the 
limited compensation allowed in the case of the 
slaughter of healthy cattle which have peen ex- 
posed to the disease. He estimates his losses 
under the previous law at $15,000, which is proba- 
bly an extreme figure, but he has not received one 
dollar from the State in compensation. 

We have, therefore, for the present placed the 
affected cattle under a close quarantine, and have 
requested the Chief of the United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry to place one of his subordinates 
in charge of them, which he has consented to do, 
subject to the approval of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture. 

Dr. Salmon agrees with us that under a rigid 
quarantine there is no danger to be apprehended 
from these cattle, and he will recommend that IIli- 
now be removed from the list of infected States. 
We therefore respectfully request that you will 
address communications to the Executives of all 
other States that have imposed quarantine regula- 
tions against cattle from this State asking that such 
restrictions may be removed. J. M. PEARSON,

GRANT'S TOMB. 


HOW IT CAME THAT NEW YORK CITY WAS 
CHOSEN INSTEAD OF WASHINGTON, 

Washington (D. C.) Dispatch to Indianapolis 
Journal: A middle-aged gentieman, evidently 
a man of great intelligence and standing, from 
New York, was talking to a circle of friends in 
the office of the Ebbit late last night on the 
subject of the Grant monument. Some of his 
Washington friends bad been chaffing him over 
the slow progress his city was making in rais- 
ing the necessary funds. Said he: 


Iwill tell you something about the pro- 


posed monument which you probably don’t 
know, and will explain how Gen. Grant came 
to be buried in New York instead of at the Cap- 
al.“ 

„What is that?“ eagerly inquired the crowd 
‘around him. 

“It is just this, my friends, and you can rely 
upon its being strictly true. When it was seen 
that the General's days were surely numbered 
the question of a burial-spot came to the front 
atonce. Several prominent New-Yorkers be- 
came 8o excited on the subject that they were 
ready to do anything or promise anything to 
have the dead hero buried anywhere on Man- 
hattan Island. An informal committee of 
these gentlemen went to the friends—not the 


relatives, remember—and assured them that if « 


Gen. Grant should be buried in New York 
enough money—even up to §$1,000,000— 
would be raised to build the grandest 
monument ever dedicated to the mem- 
ory of any man. Believing that they could put 
the utmost faith in these assurances, the inti- 
mate friends of tbe family counseled the rela- 
tives to permit the burial to take place in New 
york City. The counsel was accepted, and the 
old hero now peacefully sleeps in Riverside 
Park. But now, see, continued the speaker, 
„s soon as the tuneral was over and the ex- 


.citement died down, these age promising 


gentlemen seemed to lose interest 
in the matter, and the su bscrip- 
tions to the monument fund are lingering 
and dragging along in a way that should mantle 
with the biush of shame the cheek of every 
man on Manhattan Island. The real true-biue 
friends of Gen. Grant and his family are justiy 
indignant at this shabby treatment.“ 

In conclusion, the speaker predicted that be- 
fore five years elapsed the remains would be 
transferred to thie city, where a monument to 
Gen. Grant will be built which will be an honor 
to him and the country he served so faithfully.

posed to be matter of much vital necessity with 
them to conduct a long speaking campaign. 
The Democrats in this State always come to the 
polls, but the Republicans are, in the so-called 
„ off years, disposed to be apathetic, and it is 
a part of every political manager’s belief that 
a certain amount of time and money shall be 
expended in arousing their patriotie and party 
feelings, these emotions, for all practical pur- 
poses, generally being held to be synonymous. 
The canvass has been in many respects more 
thorough and effective than it was im 1884. 
The choice of positions on the local issues, by 
reason of the Democratic blundering which 


evolved these issues, manifestly lay with the 
Republicans, and the advantage in all oral and 
printed discussion bas been with them from 
the beginning. The Republicans have pressed 
the main issue with great persistence and 
much force, and the Democrats have not been 
able to reply to their charges and arguments 
in a way that is at all satisfactory. In many 
of the Democratic counties of the State the 
party in power is controlled by men who are 
not taxpayers and who have mucb to gain and 
nothing to lose by reason of the reckless man- 
agement of public affairs. The repeal or ju- 
dicial destruction of the Scott law, which fur- 
nished $2,000,000 from non-taxpaying citizens, 
and which supported the county infirmaries, 
was demanded by the non-taxpaying voters, 
and the Democratic party, through Gov. Hoad- 
ly, yielaed to thisdemand, and the most satis- 
factory liquor law ever given to Ohio was de- 
stroyed by a partisan Supreme Court. 

The financial exhibit of the penitentiary af- 
fords another striking illustration of the ina- 
biiity of that party to economize. The Demo- 
crats have put the convict labor at the peni- 
tentiary into direct competition with free 
labor, and have a score of commercial agents 
traveling about the country selling brooms 
and harness for smaller amounts of money 
than honest workingmen can buy the material 
and labor to produce the same goods. A 
printing office has been equipped in the peni- 
tentiary and Democratic campaign literature 
is issued from it. 

HOADLY’S WEAKNESS. 

Gov. Hoadly is not making a brilliant cam- 
paign, though it is always admitted that he is 
a brilliant man socially and professionally. 
The Governor is embarrassed by the array of 
State issues, and he is on bad terms with his 
Own party, and is at sea on the liquor ques- 
tion. So thie most brilliant blunderer of 
mankind stalks about the State altér- 
nately prociaimmg that he is proud 
of the leading part which he took in 
securing the pardon of Lieut. Mullen, 
and asserting that he wants no Prohibitionist 
votes. When the Prohibitionistse take the 
Governor gently to task for his reckless asser- 
tion, he calmly auswers that if he did say that 
he wanted no Probition votes it was only 
one of George Hoadly’s mistakes, and nothing 
was meant by it. ‘ 

His course in the Senatorial fight, when he 
deceived no one hut himself, destroyed the 
confidence of his friends and embitterred his 
enemies, and if it were not for the little mess 
of patronage at bis disposal he would have 
few sincere party friends, and his power and 
partisans will disappear when appointments 
are made. Gov. Hoadly is still hated and de- 
nounced. The Thurman men are exceedingly 
bitter in their feelings toward him, and they 
do not hesitate to give expression to them. 
But it may be well to remember that no mat- 
ter how much they dislike a candidate, and no 
matter how much they denounce him, the 
Obtio Democrats always come to the polls and 
vote a Democratic ticket remarkable for the 
conspicuous absence of erasures upon it. 
A few weeks ago the Thurman men were so 
violent in their opposition to Hoadly that the 
Jeaders declined to take part in the campaign. 
Thurman was one who refused to speak, but 
now he has yielded to the pressure, and is an- 
nounced for two or tbree meetings. 

Gov.. Hoadly in his speeches seems in a 
measure to have abandoned the Gubernatorial 
State fight. The Republican State Executive 
Committee has a stenographer traveling about 
with him to report all his speeches. The Gov- 
ernor frequently deciares that the election of 
a Legislature is of considerable more impor- 
tance than the election of a Governor, and says 
that he is personally interested in seeing that 
John Sherman does not go back to the Senate. 
He says that Sherman has been a pretty fair 
Senator, but that the people of Ohio want a 
better one, and then be modestly adds: ** I want 
to succeed John Sherman, and I want you to 
eicct a Democratic Legislature in order that I 
may do 80.“ This statement alarms no one. 
Every sensible man understands that if the 
Democrats control the next Legislature John 
R. McLean will be sent to the Senate 
of the United States, and that if the 
Republicans control it John Sherman will 
be returned to his seat there in spite of the 
ambition ot ex-Gov. Foster to succeed him. 
There is no doubt that Mr. Foster has claims 
upon the Republican party in this State. The 
ouly question is one of timeliness or untime- 
liness of those claims. It will probably be 
found the day of the election that the Demo- 
crats have concentrated their money and ef- 
forts upon their legislative ticket. Control of 
the Legislature means a good deal to them, 
and a member of their State Committee told 
me that they confidently expected to have a 
majority on joint ballot in the next General 
Assembly. The Republicans are making stren- 
uous efforts to secure a majority of both 
branches of the Legislature. It is probable 
that, with the choice of Senator between Sher- 
man and McLean as an issue, the Republic- 
ans will have a majority in the House and on 
joint ballot, and possibly a majority of two or 
four in the Senate. If the Republicans control 
both branches of the Legislature they will re- 
store the old Congressional districts and 80 
gain six or seven Republican Congressmen, 

THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 

The Prohibitionists are making a better cam- 
paign than they ever did in this State, because 
they have got an abler leader than they have 
had before. Dr. Leonard is a plausible speak- 
er and has considerable prestige owing to his 
prominent connection with the Methodist 
Church. When be was first nominated the 
effect of his candidacy promised to be fatal to 
the success of the Republican party. It looked 
as though a great majority of the Methodists 
of the State would move in a body to his sup- 
port. He came in the attitude of a disinter- 
ested and pure reformer. Mr. Halstead set 
men at work toexamine bisrecord.

THE COST OF CINCINNATY’S REGISTRATION. 
CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 30.—/Special.|—The 
main work of registration is over, and 60,096 
names are on the books. Very nearly all the 
voters have registered, for, in the last spring 
election the total vote for Mayor was 61,175—a 
difference of 1,649. The costof the registra- 
tion of votes to the taxpayers of Cincinnati is 
an interesting item. The largest sum will be 
that paid to the registrars. These, according 
to the new law, will be allowed the same com- 
pensation for services as is customarily paid 
to judges of election, although the matter 
of pay is in the power of the 
Council. Judges of election are usually 
paid $5 per day. There are 160 precincts in the 
city under the registration law. At each pre- 
cinct there are two registrars, or 320in all. At 
the rate of $5 per day each, this bill to the city 
would be $1,600 for each day. According to 
these figures the cost of registration can be 
set down in this way:

The Joint Western Classification Commit- 
tee has admitted the unfairness of the car- 
load rate in its present form, but the neces- 
sary change has been carried over from time 


to time on the plea of expediency. At the 


coming meeting of the committee the matter 
will be presented again and urged as a matter 
of justice that should be delayed no longer. 
It is not the desire of the jobbers in the large 
cities that the car-load rate should be abol- 
ished in regard to such shipments as live 
stock, lumber, grain, machinery, furniture, 
and other articles in regard to which the car- 
load is naturally ana properly the unit for 
the calculation of freight rates , Why should 
the same rate be given in regard to such an 
article for instance as raisins ? Small dealers 
in groceries and similar articles do not ship 
by the car-load, and the establishment of that 
rate virtually deprives them of an opportu- 
nity to buy at competing peints. They are 
forced to pay an unfair freigLt rate from the 
wholesale centres, or buy of the local jobber, 
who is able in many instances to maintain a 
monopoly of the trade solely by reason of 
the railroad discrimination in his favor. The 
small dealer, and finally the consumer, are 
thus forced to pay tribute to middlemen who 
could not levy their exactions if trade was 
left to its natural course. 

There is no good reason why railroad rates 
in the Northwest should not rest on the same 
basis as between Chicago and the seaboard. 
The car-load rate properly belongs to articles 
whose bulk, risk, or nature fits them for such 
shipment. To give the same rate for articles 
not usually bought or sold in such quantities 
is simply to establish a class of, middlemen 
who could not sustain themselves if trade was 
left to its natural course, and the final cost to 
the consumer is consequently increased. The 
128 of this discrimination is shown by the 
fact that a transfer company has been organ- 


ed to do business . at..the points in the 
Northwest where the goods are distributed 


and reshipped. The expense of this un- 
necessary handling and reshipment of course 
falls finally on the consumer. Through the 
arbitrary and unjust application of the car- 
load rate the consumers of grogeries in most 
of the Northwestern towns are forced to pay 
more than they would if the ordinary course 
of trade was not obstructed in this manner. 
The demand for a correction of this abuse 
ought to be acted on promptly by. the rail- 
way managers. 


THE LEGAL-TENDER DOCTRINE. 

As a rule the opponents of Warner’s pro- 
posed plan for a compromise on the silver 
question attack it with vague and aimless 
wrath. They fail to furnish anything 
like a bill of particulars, but find the work 
of general and indiscriminate denunciation 
rather more agreeable than the task of point- 
ing out specific objections. Banker Clews 
tried to be a little more specific in his Wall 
street bull against the scheme, but fell into 
the singular inconsistency of holding that, 
although the plan would be instantly pro- 
hibited”? By the Supreme Court, it would 
nevertheless make this country a dumping- 
ground for foreign silver. Mr. Clews does 
not undertake to explain how ill effects 
could follow a scheme that would be in- 
stantly prohibited.” Indeed, if he felt en- 
tirely confident that the Supreme Court 
would act as he says, why should he under- 
take to organize the opposition or give him- 
self any concern in the matter? If the Su- 
preme Court could be relied upon to set aside 
the scheme, why should not Mr. Clews and 
his followers rest at ease ? 

The Warner plan provides specifically 


against admitting European silver in the de- 


posits, and the prohibition might be ex- 
tended to the silver of China, Mexico, and 
South America. With this restriction it 


does not seem reasonable to fear that certif- 


icates representing their face value at the 
date of issue, and redeemable at any time in 
‘lawful money” or silver bullion at the 
market rate, could fluctuate seriously. ‘The 
additional safeguard is provided of making 
them a legal tender between National banks 
and in the payment of all dues owing to the 
Government. Their debt-paymg power 
would be considerable, and might reasonably 
be expected to offset the slight tendency 
toward fluctuation. No valid argument has 
yet been offered to prove that such certificates 
could not be maintained at par in such man- 
ner as to meet the danger of a gold drain and 
at the same time preserve silver money from 
abolition. In attacking the Warner plan the 
goldites are compelled to fall back on the ex- 
ploded notion that Congress has no power to 
make paper money a legal tender in time of 
peace, 

It is not necessary to argue the question 
whether silver certificates representing bull- 
ion deposited can be considered paper 
money.” ‘The last legal-tender decision of 
the Supreme Court covers the entire ground 
and establishes the doctrine that the power 
to make any kind of money a legal tender 
is political in its nature, and accordingly rests 
with Congress and not with the courts. In 
the earlier legal-tender cases the Judges con- 
fined themselves strictly to the facts pre- 
sented, and decided only as to the issues 
made in time of war. In the last case, how- 
ever, they held that the existence of peace or 
war could not affect the powers of

Accordingly, the 
court restricts itself to judicial matters, and 
holds that questions of financial and govern- 


mental policy are not to be determined by 


strict rules of law, but must be met by the 
legislative department in accordance with 
the needs of the time and the interests of the 
people. The execution of sovereign govern- 
mental powers cannot be blocked by means 
of private lawsuits. The goldite claim that 
the Warner scheme would be unconstitution- 
al has been exploded by the Supreme Court. 


SENATOR HOAR’S SPEECH. 

Senator Hoar’s speech yesterday before 
the Massachusetts Republican Convention 
fully sustains his reputation as one of the 
most thoughtful and candid men in public 
life.

because the same party did the same thing 
ten years ago. When thirty-eight Electoral 
votes and the power of thirty-eight Rep- 
resentatives in Congress are usurped in 
defiance of a plain provision of the Consti- 
tution, and a President gets his place by the 
usurpation of a minority, it is time for the 
people to protest or else by silence consent 
to the establishment of fraud as the ruling 
element in the Government of the country. 
The peopie of the North propose to live with 
the people of the South as brethren and 
countrymen, but not on the condition of 
** flattering their vices and consenting to their 
usurpations.” The North has done a great 
deal for the South in freeing it from the 
curse of slavery, and it proposes to bless it 
still further by establishing honcst suffrage 
and free government in every quarter of the 
land. ‘The peace and welfare of all sections 
of the country demand that the policy of 
giving an ex-Rebel two votes where a loyal 
man has one shall be brought to an end. 

In reply to the Democratic assertion that 
the Republicans have shown themselves un- 
able to deal with political outrages in the 
South, Senator Hoar points out that since 
these frauds became general and systematic 
the control of the National House of Repre- 
sentatives has been in the hands of the Demo- 
cratic party, which has thus been able to de- 
feat A measures for their correction. The 
question is now before the people as belong- 
ing to the future rather than the past. Noth- 
ing can be done to set aside the elections 
which have been carried in the South by 
systematic fraud in the past; but the question 
is whether these usurpations are to be con- 
tinued in the future. Atthe last Presidential 
election thousands of ex-Rebels exercised 
double the voting power of men in the North, 
but it is too late now to attempt to set aside 
the result that was gained by organized fraud. 
The issue is whether. these practices are to 
be continued and established as permanent 
policies. 

Senator Hoar reviewed thoroughly the so- 
called civil-service policy of the Cleveland 
Administration, and made no attempt to con- 
ceal his contempt for the program of bogus 
pretenses developed.so far. A Democratic 
President attempting to enforce a reform 
policy reminded him of Dr. Johnson’s obser- 
vation as to a dog walking on his hind legs. 
It was not done well, but the remarkable 
thing about it was that it should be done at 
all, It was accordingly reserved for a Dem- 
ocratic President to issue sweeping promises 
of reform and then make a greater number 
of changes for purely partisan reasons than 
any President ever did before in the same 
length of time. Mr, Hoar very fairly and 


‘justly said that the American people would 


judge administrations not by what they say 
but by what they do, and the application of 
this rule to Mr. Cleveland makes a complete 


exposure of his fraudulent pretenses as a re- 


former.

THE MONTREAL RIOTS. 

The loathsome disease of small-pox has be- 
come epidemic in Montreal and in some of its 
outlying villages. Though with proper pre- 
cautions and skilled medical attention there is 
no reason why it should be fatal, its ravages 
have been terrible in that afflicted city. Hun- 
dreds have died every week for some time 
past, and in spite of the action of the munici- 
pal authorities the disease is still on tlie in- 
crease, mainly because the action has not 
been sufficiently stringent. If it is not 
stamped out before long the season of cold 
which will soon set in in that northern lati- 
tude will tend still further to accelerate its 
progress, as small-pox is always most viru- 
lentin winter. So ineffective thus far have 
been the measures taken by the Montreal 
authorities that our own Secretary of the 
Treasury, after waiting a reasonable length 
of time, has at last adopted rigid quarantine 
measures to prevent the spread of the infec- 
tion across the border. 


In the face of the dangerous spread of the 
disease and its fatality, and notwithstanding 
the mild precautions which have been taken, 
compulsory vaccination being the only bar- 
rier that has been raised, the lower classes of 
French-Canadians have forcibly resisted it, 
and have fought the doctors, the Board of 
Health, and the municipal authorities, de- 
stroyed public property, fired buildings, 
and menaced life with the same blind 
and ignorant fury that has characterized the 
lower classes of Spaniards in their recent out- 
breaks against the doctors and authorities 
who were trying to save them from the chol- 
era. They seem to prefer that their friends 
‘Should die of the loathsome disease rather 
than make use of the only remedy which 
Will prevent them from taking it; and yet, as 
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The animosity of the lower classes is 
principally directed against vaccination. 
These classes, composed of French-Cana- 
dians, are ignorant and superstitious almost 
beyond belief. Their prejudices are so strong 
that they would rather succumb to the dis- 
ease than avail themselves of the only 


| precaution against it, and their preju- 
‘dices have been strengthened by . the 


priests, who have encouraged them to resist 
vaccination, and have taught them that the 
only remedy for the disease lies in the more 
frequent visitations of the shrines and more 
copious prayers and confessions ”—the same 
fatal advice which in Italy last year and in 
Spain this year thwarted the efforts of med- 
ical men and the authorities and sent thou- 
sands to their graves as victims of cholera. 
It is inconceivable that the spiritual authori- 
ties of any church should thus array them- 
selvés against the scientific progress of the 
world and the acceptance of undoubted facts 
in the science of medical treatment and fall 
back upon the gross superstitions and blank 
ignorance of the Middle Ages. Vaccination 
is no longer a theory. If the only condition, 
that of good and reliable vaccine lymph, is 
met, there is no question of its benefit; and 
this is now the accepted experience of 
all intelligent men. The action of 
the priests and their bigoted followers 
is not inspired by religion, but by crass 
superstition; and the authorities, after put- 
ting down the violent uprisings, should then 
organize a suppression of the disease as ab- 
solute and vigorous as that practiced in 
American cities, vaccination and all. Just 
at present, if they could discover some virus 
which would be proof against ignorance and 
superstition, it would be a good thing; but as 
no lymph is likely te accomplish that the 
only thing left is to suppress those qualities 
by the necessary force, and then attend to 
the suppression of the disease itself in a 
more vigorous manner than * have yet 
done. 


THE COST OF INTOXICANTS. 

Exception has been taken to our statement 
of a few days ago that the forty-odd million 
gallons of whisky now in bond is about equal 
to three years’ consumption. A complete 
statement of the situation would have been 
that about 14,000,000 gallons of the kind of 
whisky that is in bond is consumed each year 
in the United States. The total consump- 
tion of spirits is vastly greater than this. 
The quantity on which tax was paidin the 
ten years ending with June, 1884, was 644,- 
826,340 gallons, and the average of the last 
five years was 71,922,796 galions. ‘The pres- 
ent consumption is, therefore, fully 72,000,000 
gallons, or more than five times the quantity 
which the language of our article may be 
thought to have stated. 

It may surprise many of our readers to 
know that these figures indicate an average 
annual consumption of five quarts of domestic 
spirits for each man, woman, and child in 
the United States. It is not far from one 
pint per week for each adult male, including 
those who do not drink Whisky at all. It 
may be objected that this statement of the 
case is unfair, as it makes no allowance for 
the large quantities used in manufactures. 
But our showing is really a favorable one. 
The quantity used in manufactures is only 
about 1 per cent, and a considerable propor- 
tion of that really goes into bitters and other 
cordials, with the tinctures of the druggist, 
all of which are fed into the human 
stomach. And the whole of the so-called 
manufacture is probably offset by the illicit 
stuff that is produced and consumed on the 
moonlight plan without paying any tax at 
all. Then there are the imports of foreign 
spirits to swell the total, to say nothing of 
the wines of European aiid domestic make. 
If we leave all of this out of the account we 
still have an appalling total—appalling in 
cost as wellas in quantity. A careful can- 
vass of the facts warrants the conclusion that 
the average price paid by the consumer is 
about $7.50 per galion. This foots up a 
grand aggregate of $540,000,000, or very 
nearly $10 per head. Applying the same 
comparison as before, we see that this 
amounts to something like a dollar per week 
for each adult male in the United States of 
America. 8 

This is for whisky alone. Allowing the 
very moderate sum of $18 per barrel as the 
average price paid by the buyer at retail, we 
bave a further total of $306,000.000 for the 
beer that is consumed in the country each 
year, after making the rough estimate that 
the quantity exported is about equal to that 
imported—while the latter is probably much 
the greater of the two, the recent importa- 
tions of beer having been on a very liberal 
scale. Still further, if we estimate the cigars 
at only five and a half cents each, and the 
tobacco and snuff at prices cheap in 
proportion, there is a round total of 
$292,000,000 to be added in to the 
above, giving a grand aggregate of 
$1,140,000,000, or $20 per head as the 
amount expended each year by the average 
„person in this country for intoxicating 


| drinks and tobacco in their various forms, 


or about double the amount paid out for 
whisky alone. 

It would not be fair to assume, as some of 
the advocates of temperance do, that the 
whole of this vast sum is a loss to the coun- 
try. A large part of it is paid out to labor 
in the shape of wages and to the Govern- 
ment of the country, as well as to those of 
city and township, as taxes which would 
have to be otherwise imposed if not paid 
by the depraved appetites of the people and 
the men who cater thereto. And there is 
also some plausibility in the plea that 
in the absence of such indulgence, 
either for want of the appetite or 
the means of gratifying it, the price 
of wages would be reduced, owing to 
the greater competition for work and the 
smaller number of desires to be gratified by 
the average worker, 
equally undeniable that a large part of the 
expense of government, including the ma- 
chinery of our ciyil courts as well as the 


criminal, would have no reason to exist were 


it not for the use of intoxicants. It is drink- 
ing that makes men quarrelsome; and it is 
probably responsible for more than half the 
lawsuits properly so-called. as well as 90 per 
cent of the criminal trials in our courts. In 
the absence of intoxication, partial or com- 
plete, society would need few policemen or 
Sheriff's officers, few Judges and lawyers to 
argue and decide cases at law, few men 
88 ee jury- 
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THE Democratic State Committee of Ohio 
at last have challenged Judge Foraker and 
Ale-on-Toast Leonard to discuss the issues 
of the campaign.

ficulty. The transportation department is act- 
ively engagea in furnishing means for the con- 
centration of troops at the most available 
points for an advance on Roumelia. Three 
battalions of infantry and a company of artil- 
lery stationed on the Island of Crete have been 
ordered to Adrianople. 

Four iron-clads are actively preparing for 
sea, but there is only 600 tons of coal available, 
and their departure may possibly be delayed 
on that account. 

Yesterday Turkish troops fired on the Rou- 
melian outposts at Mustapha Pasha, a town in 
Roumelia twenty miles northwest of Adrian- 
ople. The outposts were immediately reén- 
forced and a skirmish ensued, in which the 


Turks were defeated and forced to retreat, car- 


rying with them a number of wounded. 


Prince Alexander has ordered a number of 


armed bands of Bulgarians who were prepar- 
ing to invade Macedonia to return to Bulgaria. 
Two Servian revolutionary chiefs have been 
arrested and imprisoned in a fortress in Bul- 
garia. 


A WORTHLESS ARMY. 

A dispatch from Constantinople received this 
afternoon says: Considerable consternation 
prevails in official circles over an important 
discovery just made by Alib Sahib Pasha, the 
new Minister of War. Immediately on being 
installed in his new position Alib Sahib Pasha 
ordered all the various department command- 
ers to report the strength of their various 
commanas and their present condition, and de- 
tailed several officers to inspect the va- 
rious posts. Their reports have deen 
received and show that under Ghazi 
Osman Pasha, the late Minister of War. who 
was dismissed Sept. 25, the army was almost 
entirely neglected, and the large sums of 
money voted for military purposes were used 
in other ways than those for which they were 
designated. The inquiry has revealed that the 
Adrianopie army, which was supposed to be 
15,000 strong, contains not haif that number of 
men. The soldiers have no uniforms and are 
ehoeless. The cavalry is unable to march, ow- 
ing to a lack of horses and the necessary ac- 
coutrements. Four hundred horses and 2,000 
men, who have been fully equipped, are under 
orders to march at an bour’s notice. 

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

The Centre! Union of German Manufacturers, 
representing the leaders of the protection 
party, bas petitioned Prince Bismarck, asking 
him to inquire into the subject of bimetalism. 
The petition is the outcome of Mr. Manton 
Marble, the American delegate who was sent 
abroad to inquire into the silver question. Mr. 
Marble left Berlin in consequence of orders or 
President Cleveland to make a report by tne 
time Congress opens. Mr. Marblé’s task is to 
obtain the opinions of the most prominent 


diplomatic and financial officials on the repeal 
or continuance of the Bland bill, He has ob- 


tain from German bankers approval ot the idea 


of a monetary conference. It is thought, 
however, that the success of such a conference 
would depend largely upon England's joining 
it, and that she would do so is considered doubt- 


ful. 
MUNIF PASHA’S OPINION. 
Munif Pasha, the Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion in the new Turkish Cabinet which went 


into office last Friday, has been spending some | 


weeks in London, and intends to start for Con- 
stantinople tomorrow to assume the duties of 
Dis new position. A cabie-news correspondent 
called upon him today at the Turkish embassy 
to ask for his views regarding the Roumelian 
revolution and its probable results. In answer 
to the correspondent’s first question Munif 
Pasha said: 1 think the Roumelians have 
been guilty of gross ingratitude.

“They are said to have been overburdened

nople to assure the Sultan that peace and 


order prevai.in Roumelia. Branches of the 
Rea Cross Society have been formed 
in the principal towns. The business of 
the Ottoman Bank continues as usual. 
There are unconfirmed reports that the Meri- 
dites have risen in rebellion and captured a 
convoy of horses and ammunition destined for 
the troops on the frontier, while a disquieting 
rumor that two Russian army-corps were 
being mobilized as a precautionary meas- 


‘ure in the event of hostilities break- 


ing out between Turkey and Bul- 
garia agitated the Paris Bourse yesterday. A 
Steamer has arrived at Rustchuk having on 
board 300 Russian volunteers, many officers, 
and much ammunition. The Rvuumanian Gov- 
ernment forbids them to proceed through 
Roumanian territory. 

The military authorities at Odessa «tate that 
the massing of Russian troops in Bessarabia 
is merely for the usual autumn maneuvres.

A Beigarde dispatch says: The Turks have 
occupied Djakowitza.

The Political Correspondence of Vienna says 
it hearse that Turkey will accept the Roumelian 
union upon the condition of the payment of 
tribute and customs duties. 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to telegrams from 
Bucharest and Philippopolis, has written as 
follows to the Metropolitan of Bulgaria: 1 
understand that the Powers are disposed to 
treat the recent events with caution and mod- 
eration. I sincerely trust that the attitude of 
tae population will encourage the Powers in 
such a course. My position now eis that of a 
simple member of Parliament, but I shall con- 
tinue to hold the same views in regard to the 
Balkans as I have held for the last thirty 
years.” 

M. Bratiano, the Roumanian Prime Minister, 
has requested Emperor Francis Joseph and 
Count Kainoky, Austrian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, to endeavor to effect an arrangement 
with the Powers guaranteeing that in the 
event of war Roumania will be considered in- 
violable, and will be accorded rights similar to 
those enjoyed by Beigium. 

The consensus of opinion at the Huropean 
Capitals is that the conferences at Constanti- 
nople will prove a failure. If Roumelia is 
satisfied, Greece, Servia, and other countries 
will require compensation, thus reopening the 


trouble. 


THE SILVER QUESTION. : 

The Berlin correspondent of the Standard 
claims to have learned that Mr. Marble, the 
American delegate sent abroad to inquire into 
the silver question, has just left on his return 
to Washmgton, having been summoned by 
President Cleveland to report before the open- 
ing ot Congress his opinion on the repeal 
or continuance of the Bland bill. He 
adds he had also to feel his way 
toward an international conference and to dis- 
cuss the matter with the first diplomatic and 
financial authorities, and he seems to have se- 
cured the approval of the first German bank- 
ers. If such a conference meets the decision 
will not be between bimetallism and mono- 
metallism, but between monometallism for in- 
ternational business and bimetallism for home 
affairs. This would involve the raising of the 
present value of silver about 20 per cent.

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 30.—Everything is 
quiet and no danger is at present feared, but 
some of Monday nigbt’s rioters have expressed 
their determination to keep quiet while the 
voluteers remain under arms and renew the 
attack as soon as there is any laxity in the 
present precautions. A large number of 
specia)] constables ure likely to be sworn in. 

Only two small disturbances occurred last 
night, one at the Grey Nunnery and the other, 
later, on the Champ de Mars. The police had 
received information that a mob would assem- 
bie at the latter place, and a strong force was 
on hand. On becoming unruly the crowd was 
quickly dispersed. A man named Urgloire 
Therein was arrested for inciting the crowd. 
Joseph Perriult and his son were also arrested. 
The large force of militia called out has evi- 
dently had a good effect.. No further serious 
trouble is anticipated. Public feeling is com- 
pletely aroused by the conduct of the rioters, 
and the police are denounced on all sides for 
their seeming want of courage. The authori- 
ties are resolved to carry out the health laws 
vigorously, and will take whatever steps are 
necessary for that purpose. , 


. ENFORCING THE LAW. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 30.—[Special.}|—Dr. 
Laberge, Medical Health Officer, says that 
there will be no cessation on his part in carry- 
ing out the law. Compulsory vaccination 
will be insisted upon, and 80 will 
compulsory isolation, while  placarding 
wil go on as usual. The rioters 
have not dismayed the Health Department. 
They have only rendered it more determined. 
“The more determined the opposition to us, 
the more determined we must be to enforce 
the law,“ said Dr. Laberge, *‘ and we shall do 
it. Lam now looking for another place for a 
health office for the East End and hope to have 
one soon.“ 

Alphonse Morais and William Beebe, who 
were arrested during the riot of Monday, were 
brought before a magistrate today and 
sentenzed to four months. Four young men 
who were arrested on St. Catherine street last 
night were before the Deputy Recorder today. 
Three were named Perrault and the other 
Cowan.

There were no less than 105 placards torn 
down in the eastern district yesterday.

Several of the drug-stores in the west end of 
St. Catherine street were much scared about 
the prospect of a mob last night, and telephoned 
over to police headquarters asking if they had 
not better remove all of the goods out of the 
windows. 

STILL READY TO FIGHT. 

This afternoon three members of the Fifth 
Royal Scots were quietly waiking the streets 
when they were set upon by a crowd of roughs 
and badly beaten. Affairs generally, however, 
were quiet today, and the military be- 
ing on duty again tonight no danger 
is feared as yet. Some of those 
who took part in the riot say that as soon as 
volunteers are not kept under arms they will 
renew their attacks. Most people lay the 
blame of the riot on Ald. Jeannette, Beausiiel, 
and Rainville, who predicted the riot in the 
City Council Monday afternoon. 

Messrs. Henderson Bros., lumber merchants, 
were among the first of the large employers of 
labor in this city to enforce the law of com- 
pulsory vaccination among their employés. 
Those who refused to be vaccinated fm order 
that the men should need advice of their pastors 
Sunday were given until this morning to 
decide whether they would conform to the law 
or leave the work. Forty of them this morn- 
ing accepted the latter alternative and marched 
out on a strike. About forty more still remain 
unvaccinated, and the firm has resolved to 
close down entirely rather than give 
way to the men. Those who went 
out this morning were addressed in inflam- 
matory language by one of their comrades, 
who counseled them to be united and hold out 
against compulsory vaccination. They then 
started out in carriages and express-wagons, 
and, returning about noon well primed 
with bad whisky, threatened to have 
their révenge this evening. Their action 
become so threatening the police were tele- 
graphed for, but by the time they arrived the 
men had departed, once more avowing their 
intention of making things hot tonight. The 
police authorities have been notified in ample 


time to take all necessary steps to protect the 


premises. “ 

GEN. MIDDLETON READY FOR WAR. 
Within an hour after Col. Stevenson had tele- 
graphed to Ottawa the fact of the militia being 
called out yesterday he received a dispatch 
from Maj.-Gen. Sir Frederick Middieton in- 
forming him that if necessary he would come

FROM ONE WHO HAS BEEN THERE. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 30.—({Special.|— 
William Young, the well-known Board of Trade 
operator, has just returned from a visit to 
Montreal, having been obliged to comply with 
the vaccination rules before departing from 
the place. Regarding the ravages of small- 
pox in Montreal, and the possibilities of an 
outbreak against vaccination, Mr. Young says: 
“There are now 4,000 persons sick in the city 
witb small-pox, and between 800 and 900 deaths 
have occurred. The French Canadians are the 
principal sufferers, and of the deaths less than 
forty have been Protestants. The rioting grows 
out of the refusal of the French Canadians to 
submit to vaccination. They are told by the 
church that the scourge is visited upon them 
in punishment for their sins, and that they 
must submit patiently. For a long time the 
church opposed vaccination. Now the Arch- 
bishop of that diocese has issued a manifesto 
favoring it, and it is likely thtse who have 


opposed the order will submit, and that no 


further trouble will result. The French Cana- 
dians do not consider small-pox a dangerous 
disease. They think the restrictions placed 
against it are uncalled for, and, being troubie- 
some, they do not live up to them. They re- 
fuse to placard their houses, and do not notify 
the authorities when a new case appears, and 
mingle in public as usual Consequently the 
disease continues to spread. All persons leav-

SHARKS, 


CATCHING MAN-EATERS NEAR ADEN. 

The way the Arabs catch sharks is very curi- 
ous and interesting, and is somewhat similar to 
playing a heavy salmon; only no rod is used. 
A hook of soft iron wire is made very sharp 
and baited witha lump of garbage of some 
kind, usually a piece of shark too rancid even 
for a slave, and the line, which is small and 
very slackly spun, is wound round for some 
little distance from the hook with thin sheet lead, 
both to protect it from the teeth of the fish 
and to act asa sinker, and the other end is 
made fast toa huge calabash which acts as a 
float. When a shark takes the bait he tows the 
calabash about, but cannot sink it for any 
length of time, and the fishermen set off after 
him in their canoe, and when they get hold of the 
line they play their captive until he is actually 
drowned. The sbark that was now on the hook’ 
was proving a tartar, and before the two’ boats 


ame near the canoe Which was playing him 


was capsized and the balf dozen men who 
formed her crew thrown into the water: “ Give 
way, my lads!’’ said the Lieutenant, and both 
boats dashed away, the crews straining every 
nerve to save the swimmers from their dan- 
gerous position, the water literally swarming 
with sharks, and in a few minutes the men were 
picked up and their canoe righted. The English- 
men, like all their nation, fond of sport, next 
went after the float, which could be seen being 
towed hither and thitbher as the shark tried to 
free itself from the incumbrance, but the Arabs, 
when they saw their intention, shouted and 
gesticulated to prevent them from doing so, 
and a second canoe put off from the dhow to 
assist in playing the shark. With some little 
trouble the line was again sevured, and after 
about two hours’ bard work, during which 
Johnny Shark several times nearly mastered 
his captors, he was a length killed and dragged 
upon the rocks, where the Kngliap, as he was 
such a huge monster had the curiosity to meas- 
ure him, when he proved to be the enormous 
length of thirty-three feet ten inches. This 
was the largest shark they bad ever seen, 
though both boats had had oars dashed at by 
the ravenous brutes, and on one occasion the 
same whaler, when boarding a dhow at night 
from the ship, bad ber rudder carried away by 
one.—Gentleman’s Magaetne. 


SOMETHING WRONG WITH THE CARTRIDGES 

Buffalo Courter: Yesterday the open season 
for partridge-shooting began, and quite a num- 
ber of local Nimrods sallied forth.

Several] officers of the Fire Department 
Giscussing the recent blaze in the lumber din 
trict, and a Trrsune reporter who chanced to 


be present overheara some things of a rather 


interesting character. 3 

“It is bardly right,“ remarked one of the 
veterans as he tilted back in his chair—** it ig 
hardly right for so big an mterest as that rep- 
resented by lumber to ask this city to protect 
it to the exclusion of everything eise. Look 
at that immense district down there—miles 
and miles of tinder piled so as to almost over- 
hang the tracks used by the locomotives, and 
alongside the river where tugboats are contin- 
ually passing, and a spark from either a loco- 
motive or tug liable to give us just such 
another scorcher as we got Friday. And when 
we get a fire down there it takes about every- 
thing we ve got in the way of engines and men 
to get the best of it. 

“* Suppose, now, that at 3 o’clock Friday aft- 
ernoon some place in the middle of a down- 
town business block had caught fire, where 
would we have been? There were not half a 
dozen pieces of apparatus that could have been 
brought into service within a reasonable time 
to handie it. I tell you, it is simply buil- 
beaded good luck that has prevented this thing 
happening; and it will come some day and catch 
us just 0; now you hear what I’m tellmg you.“ 

“ You’re right it will,“ chimed in another of 
the party, and I'll tell you what I think. The 
lumbermen bave fitted up the Aipha, the fire- 
boat, and are now keep her in service at an 
expense of $10 a day— a month. The city 
is paying $700 a month to man ber. This is all 
very well as tar as it goes, and she did bully 
good work Friday, but it isn’t enough for the 
lumbermen todo. They should unite on some 
sort of a pian for independent protection. Let 
them hire reliable men for watchmen—men 
whom they can trust to do their work faith- 
fully. Let them furnieb the district with a 
number of these three-wheeled chemical en- 
gines—say one engine to every two or three 
yards, according to their extent. Let the men 
be instructed in their use, and let them be well 
paid for doing their work. With an efficient 
watch service and a few chemical engines 
handy the iumbermen can rest easy on 
the score of fire. This service would cost 
considerable, I admit, but how much has been 
lost this year in lumber? Enough to sustain 
competent watch service and an independent 
fire department for yeurs. The packers com- 
bine for this sort of thing, and it evidently 
pays them; they wouldn't keep it up if it 
didn't.“ 5 

THE FIRE-BOAT. 

Speaking about the flre-boat, observed an- 
other, reminds me that there will be a change 
on her before long, both in re to outfit and 
management. There will have be shields, 
or breastworks, behind which the men may 
shelter themselves when fighting at close quar- 
ters. There is nothing of the kind now, and 
they are ata disadvantage; and then I think 
they will have another pilot. I understand 
that the one now assigned to her 
has in several ways created an unfavorable 
impression. For instance, at Friday’s fire it 
became necessary to take a lead of that big 
hose asbore, and there weren’t men enough to 
handle it easily or as quickly as needed. Mush- 
am called to Driscoll to give them a helping 
hand, but be said be wasn’t hired for that sort 
of work and refused to assist them. Then, it 
is said, in twoor three trips of the Alpha up 
and down the river he has run her aground. 
Now, it strikes me that we can get a compe- 
tent pilot for duty on that boat who will not be 
so exact in drawing the line, and will be giad 
to give us a lift in au emergency like the one 
of Friday.” ’ 

“I believe you; and if we can get another 
tug, or even two more, well-manned and well- 
equipped, I think we can laugh at anything in 
the way of a fire.”’ 


FACTS ABOUT FIRES... 

“Did you know that in a fire like the last 
one in the lumber district it has got to be 
fought and extinguished from the rear?”” The 
question was aimed at the reporter, who ac- 
knowledged that that fact had not occurred to 
him. He bad always thought that the fire 
must be attacked and vanquished from the 
front. 6 

* Well, you are wrong; it must be from the 
rear. Do you see why? Well, don't you under- 
stand that the fire, being driven on by the 
wind, is constantly eating into new territory— 
finding fresh food. In front of a fire we are 
hindered by the great piles of lumber which 
obstruct our passage and frustrate attempts to 
use heavy streams effectively. We are driven 
back step by step, and if we exerted ourselves 
only in the front we never could stop it, never. 
But we divide our forces. We put, say, a third 
or more in front of the fireto make its ad- 
vancement as slow as possible. Then we get 
behind it with the other portion, and in a fleld 
cleared by the flames every stream tells. We 
close in, and by putting out the fire faster than 
it spreads manage to get forward and meet the 
streams fromin front. Then it is more a ques- 
tion of minutes. Butit takes work of the most 
exhausting kind. Why, at Friday’s fire, in 
fighting up from the rear we walked over beds 
of live coals. The men never suffered so 
much before, especially from thirst. Their 
tongues fairly hung out of their mouths, ana 
many a one was glad for a chance to drink 
from the biack, slimy river. It was hot, and 
no mistake.“ 

* WHY THE WIND BLOWS. 

I noticed a funny exhibition of ignorance 
by several of the newspaper reporters in their 
accounts,”’ chipped in one of the men who had 
thus far been silent. They observed that, 
unfortunately, the wind increased almost to a 
gale shortly after the fire started, and that 
after the flames were well under control it 
didn’t blow so hard. Now, I suppose it never 
came into their minds that the fire caused the 
increased velocity of the wind; nor would the 
average attendant at a fire think of it. But it 
is so, as every fireman knows. Especially is 
this the case when the fire burns sharply at 
first, as it does with lumber orin a district of 
trame houses. There is a mighty up-rush of 
beated air directly over the fire, and cooler air 
from the outside rushes.in from every 


direction. A quarter of a mile away 


there will be scarcely breeze enough to be not 
ticeable, but as you approach the blaze the 
wind grows stronger until, when you get close 
to it, you have to hold your hat on your head 
with both bands. In nearly every account of 
a fire you will see this fact stated as if it was 
unusual and not the natural accompaniment of 
every blaze of any size.”

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 29.—A morning paper 
will print tomorrow a iengthy statement ema- 
nating from Mr. Robert Garrett relative to the 
position of the Baitimore & Ohio Company in 
the freight-rate difficulties of the trunk lines 
and the telegraph controversies. It 
will say that Nos settlement of trunk 
dine 3 differences is possible with- 
out the concurrence and codperation 


of the Baltimore & Ohio, which long since pos- « 


itively determined to agree to no settlement or 
restoration of rates until absolute protection 
is secured to the Baltimore & Ohio interests, 
not only in Baltimore, but in Philadelphia, 
New York, and wherever it is mterested: 
and that concession will have to be made by 
other trunk lines, and it is claimed that 
the Baltimore & Ohio Company has been 
victorious in every war of rates into 
which it has been forced; and that 
its success was mainly due to its small cash 
capital and immense surplus fund, as against 
the large watered stock of its New York com- 
petitors.”” Mr. Garrett says that he will most 
positively refuse to accept the law of transpor- 
tation from New York, and will make any sac- 
rifice of temporary prosperity for the greater 
benefit of either his railroad or telegraph lines. 

A circular in regard to the affairs of the Ohio 
& Mississippi Railway is included in the arti- 
cle, which says that, Although Mr. Garrett 
has left England without cSming to any definit 
proposition or lease, several interviews have 
been had with parties interested respecting a 
lease of the Ohio & Mississippi lines by the 
Baltimore & Ohio Company, and that during 
the negotiauons communications were received 
from President King of the Erie Railroad 
Company, regarding which Mr. Garrett consid- 
ered it necessary that he should personally 
consult with Mr. King before making any 
definit proposition. It is therefore hoped that 
on Mr. Garrett’s return to America, should 
he find that he can harmonize the Erie 
interest with that of the Baitimore & Ohio, ne 
will see his way to offer terms of 
lease or other arrangements satisfactory to 
all interested or concerned.“ The circular is 
signed by Francis Pavey and John Taylor, 
representing the common and preferred share- 
holders of the Ohio & Mississippi Road. 

Since Mr. Garrett's return be bas been ne- 
gotiating with Mr. King for a satisfactory set- 
tlement ot the difficulties between the three 
corporations, and as each one is valuable to the 
others, it is not probable that trouble will be 
experienced in effecting amicable arrange- 
ments.

THE SEWING-MACHINE. 


SOME INTERESTING FACTS AS TO ITS INVEN- 
TION AND INVENTORS. La 

Pittsburg Letter in Sewing-Machine Times: 
As historical facts are growmg more interest- 
ing each year concerning the prime movers of 
the great sewing-machine industry, I wish to 
give you what I know ‘about the king of tne 
sewing-machine business, I. M. Singer. It is 
said that Elias Howe never made a machine 
that would sew perfectly, but that Mr. Singer 
did. All authorities givg Howe credit for the 
invention, and the country blacksmith did well 
toward that end, no doubt; but he got bis 
idea from a defective machine made by Wal- 
ter Hunt of New York in 1832. Hunt invented 
the paper collar also. He demonstrated the 
fact that a machine could take a stitch, but ne 
could go no farther, and Howe patented the 
model and got an offer from a London firm of 
corset-makers, who gave him two years in 
which to perfect his machine and adapt it to 
their business. They fitted up a machine-shop 
and paid him for his time, but it was a failure, 
and he returned to America disconsolate. 

The problem was solved thus: About forty 
years ago aman named Regan owned a wood- 
carving establishment on Fifth avenue, this 
city (Pittsburg). Among his workmen was I. 
M. Singer, who was an expert in making wood- 
en letters for signs. Many of these old letters 
are still to be found in the rubbish of Pitte 
burg garrets. Mr. Smger in those days was 
“hard up“ in the fullest sense of that term, 
and was somewhat of a Bobemian in habits 
and taste. He left this city and 
tramped to New York, where he ob- 
tained work in a similar establish- 
ment, his new employer being engaged 
perfecting a machine for sawing out wooden 
letters—a sort of scroli-saw; at any rate Mr. 
Singer helped him to complete it. The inventor 
went to Mr. Clark, a noted lawyer on patents, 
in order to get his scroll-saw patented.

A REVIVAL IN RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION. 

From advance sheets of an article on rail- 
road construchon for the first nine months of 
1885, which appear in the next number of the 
Rathway Age, the following important facts are 
obtained:

Here is an account of over 600 
different. roads (making allowance for some 
whose lines lie in more than one State), with 
proposed length of over 44,000 
miies, which have been either placed under 
construction or projected thus tar durimg tue 
present year; and on about 200 of these, 
with a contemplated of.. over 
9,000, work hag been in progress. 
Of these 9,000 miles something less 
than 2,000 miles have been completed since 
Jan. 1. Of course some of these projected 
yoads will not be built, but nevertheless the 
number of enterprises in most of tne States is 
large as compared with the aggregate mileage, 
indicating that the greater part of the proposed 
roads are to be short local lines intended for 
the iegitimate needs of communities. In most 
of the States the grand projects intended to 
cover hundreds of miles and reach across one 
Or more States are wanting.

DISSATISFIED VESSEL-OWNERS. 
BUFFALO, N. V., Sept. 30.—[Special, |}—The work 
done at the Williams grain-hoisting dock on the 
schr J. D. Sawyer seems to be anything but satis- 
factory. She had on 42,250 bushels of corn from 
Chicago. Work was begun at 6 o’clock last even- 
ing and up to 6 o’clock this evening about 22,000 
bushels had been transferred into canalboats. 
For six hours during the night nothing was done, 
to breaks im the apparatus. In the 
hours, therefore. but little more 
1,000 bushels per hour were 
handled. The buckets used hold from twenty to 
thirty bushels and the hopper takes fifty bushels. 
Capt. Flor of the Sawyer is much displeased with 
the work. He claims that considerable grain is 
lost overboard from the buckets striking the 
hatehes and the hatches themselves are roughly 
used. The vessel saves the one-eighth cent 
charged by the elevators for unloading, but has to 
pay 50 cents extra per 1,000 bushels for shoveling, 
as this is all done by hand. Neither are the scoopers . 
in love with the innovation. They claim that to 
shovel grain into buckets is twice as hard 
work as to throw it into an elevator leg. The 
Sawyer will not be finished until late tomorrow. 
Capt. Perew, owner of the John B. Lyon, has 
notified the Captain of the Sawyer that he will not 
wait long for her, but will send the Lyon and 
Hutchinson off without her. The Chicago grain 
cargo of the stmr Clyde is aiso consigned to the 
Williams Dock. Capt. Henry, manager of the Le- 
high Valley Line, was greatly dissatisfied with the 
eutiook for getting her unloaded. The schr La 
Frinier, with wheat from Detroit, also goes there. 
There is not an encouraging prospect for the suc- 
cess of this new, yet very old, grain-handling ap-. 
paratus. 


STHEL-BOILER PLATES. 

The following circular from the Secretary of the 
Treasury was received at the Custom-House yes- 
terday: It having been ascertained to the satis- 
faction of the department that the regulation pro- 
mulgated Feb. 25, 1886, to take effect Sept. I. requir- 
ing a reduction of area of 53 per cent on all steel- 
boiler plates of 65.000 pounds tensile strength and 
upward, is an actual prohibition of the manufacture 
of such plates, said regulation is hereby modified 
s0 as to require a reduction of area as follows: 

Tenstle strength. Reduction of area. 
70,000 pounds 6 622 „66 per cent 
65,000 pounds. e per cent 
60,000 pounds and under 56 per cent 

“This regulation will remain in force unless oth- 
erwise ordered at the close of the next annual 
meeting of the Board of Supervising Inspectors.”’

GRANT AND LINCOLN. 
BOW J. RUSSELL JONES CALMED THE PRESI- 
DENT’S FEARS OF THE GENERAL'S PRESIDEN- 
TIAL AMBITION. 


The Century magazine, which arrived in Chi- 
cago yesterday, has among the Grant reminis- 
cence articles one by Gen. J. Harrison Wilson 
of lilinois, in which a Chicago man—J. Russell 
Jones—figures prominently. Gen. Wilson 
writes: Among the most sagacious and pru- 
dent of Gen. Grant’s friends was J. Russell 
Jones, formerly of Galena, at that time United 
States Marshal for the Northern District of 
Illinois and also a warm and trusted friend of 
the President. Mr. Jones feeling a deep in- 
terest in Gen. Grant, and having many friends 
and neighbors under his command, bad joined 
the army at Vicksburg and was 
there on the day of its final 
triumph, Lincoln hearing this. and 
knowing his intimacy with Grant, sent for him 
shortly after bis return to Chicago to come to 
Washington. Mr. Jones started immediately 
and traveled night and day. On his arrival at 
the railway stauon at Washington he was met 
by the President’s servants and carriage, taken 
directly to the White House, and at once shown 
into the President’s room. 
but cordial greeting, the President led the way 
to the library, closed the doors, and when he 
was sure that they were entirely alone, ad- 
dressed him as follows: ‘I have sent for you, 
Mr. Jones, to know if that man Grant wants to 
be President.“ Mr. Jones, although somewhat 
astonished at the question 83 the circum- 
Stancea under which Foe asked, replied at 
one: F ‘Are vou 
sure?” queried ‘the latter. Tes, said 
Mr. Jones, sure; I have just come 
from Vicksburg; I have seen Gen. Grant fre- 
quently, and talked fully and freely with bim 
about that and every other question, and 1 
know be has no political aspirations whatever 
and certainly none for the Presidency. His 
only desire is to see you reélected, and to do 
what he can under your orders to put down 
the Rebellion and restore peace to the coun- 
try.” Ah, Mr. Jones, said Lincoln, ‘you have 
lifted a great weight off my mind, and done 
me an immense amnunt of good; for I tell yu. 
my friend, no man knows how deeply that 
8 grub grows till he bas had it him- 
sei se?

STREET-CAR MATTERS. 
PRESIDENT HOLMES ON THE TRACK OF A HEAT- 
ING APPARATUS—THE NEW CABLES. 

A Wilkesbarre (Pa.) paper says the Hazard 
Manufacturing Company is making for the 
Chicago City Railway Company twenty-two 
mules of cable in lengths from 22,000 to 25,000 
feet. The rope is all of the finest quality of 
steel and one and a quarter inches in diameter. 

“We always keep afull equipment,” said 
President Holmes, and when we put in one 
set of cables we fill up with another, so as to 
have them on hand. We ought not to use the 
new cables until next May or June, but if any- 
thing should happen or a cable be torn to 
pieces we want one on hand. It is a good 
thing to have cables in stock, as they improve 
after they are made up. The article refers to 
our regular yearly: order. The cable costs 
about $1,500 a mile.“ 

“Is there anything new on the subject of 
heating cars? 

* I feel about it as I have always felt. When 
we can get the right thing we want it, and I 
am hoping for it. I shall not be satisfied until 
we get something that will bringin a requisit 
auantity of pure air from the outside and warm 
it to the proper temperature. When we get 
that it will be a good thing. 1 don't believe in 
puttm a stove into a car to beat up the air 
| which is already poisoned. We want something 
that will warm the air and purify it.“ 

Are you trying to find such a device?“ 

“We are working at it. The inventor put 
one on a car Monday, but he found some little 
alterations were necessary, and be removed it 
today.

Wo calculate to heat the cars as soon as we 
can find the right sort of a thing, ordinance or 
no ordinance.

A great many 
people are opposed to having the cars heated 
at all, but I think the majority are in favor of 
it, and that all would prefer to have them 
heated in the way I spoke of—the air purified 
as well as warmed. I don’t think there are 
two sides to that question. But there is a very 
serious objection to putting in a mere heater, 
which would keep the temperature irregular— 
sometimes away up and again down low—when 
the car was full of people and the air already 
poisoned. To heat such air would make it un- 
endurable. It has been tried too many times.“ 

„That is the objection to the Brooklyn sys 
tom? 

“Yes. It is not what we want. We want 
something that will give the right temperature 
and keep the air pure all the time, just like a 
turnace in a house, taking the cold air from 
the outside and heating it inside.“ 

* You think you can get such a device?“

As to 
the statement that part of the trouble arises 
from a misunderstanding between Leiter and 
Pike because some of the land was taken by 
the city when State street was widened, I would 
simply say that Mr, Leiter did not buy the 
property until after the street was widened, so 
that fact can cut no figure in this contro- 
versy.’ 

The history of the lease was afterwards 
Jearned by a reporter. It is as follows: The 
Both of last June, the day before the expira- 
tion of the original lease, which was subject to 
a renewal of twenty years, E. S. Pike assigned 
it to Raspin R. Cherry tor the consideration of 
$1. A new lease was then made out which was 
al terwards presented to Cherry for his signa- 
ture. Cherry, by the advice of his lawyer, re- 
fused to sign it because it contained some 
clauses which were objectionable. Matters re- 
mained at a standstill for some time, but final- 
ly another lease was made out, which was pre- 
sented to Cherry Sept. 11. This document was 
passed upon by W. C. Goudy and was signed by 
Cherry a few days later. All three leases were 
seen by a TRIBUNE reporter, and the last one, 
which runs till 1905; bore the signatures of 
Levi Z. Leiter and Raspin R. Cherry. There 
seems to be no doubt that the document is 
authentic and that Cherry is the lessee of the 
property until 1905. He is not, however, the 
real holder, for the day after Mr. Pike's re- 
turn to the city, Sept, 26, Cherry reassigned the 
lease to him. A real-estate man who is con- 
versant with the proceedings said: The fact 
is that Leiter’s rent hus always been paid under 
protest, and mat is just where the shoe pinch- 
es. In 1871 an effort was made to widen State 
street. The Commissioner of Public Works 
ordered the property-owners to set back their 
buildings twenty-seven feet. Inorder to ac 
comphsh this the land had to be condemned. 
The property-owners took an appeal from this 
condemnation and the matter was in litigation 
for several years. Finally the Supreme Court 
decided that the condemnation was invalid. 
The city then bought the land from the owners. 
In the meantime, while the litigation was still 
going on, Mr. Leiter became the owner of the 
property in question. After the decision of 
the Supreme Court Leiter received $38,000 from 
the city for the twenty-seven feet which had 
been condemned. The original lot is 100 feet 
square, and rent bas been paid on that basis, 
while the tenant only enjoys a lot 100 by 73 
feet. No offset or reduction has ever deen 
made by Leiter on the rent. It would be only 
natural for the tenant to try, under these cir- 
cumstances, to obtain a rebate. I think that 
is where the whole trouble arose. Moreover, 
I think that Mr. Leiter wants to have an op- 
portunity to examine the lease made by Pike to 
Schiesinger & Mayer. He has asked them sev-

TENEMENT INSPECTION. 

The extra tenemenjrhouse inspectors, fifty- 
five in number, were discharged yesterday. 
There is no danger of dholera coming this year 
and the regular force ef eighteen are able to 
do all the work that need be done this fall and 
winter. Three-fourths.of the worst tenements 
in the city bave been examined and put in fair 
sanitary condition; the others will be looked 
after as rapidly as possible. 

SMALL-POX PRECAUTIONS. 

Another French-Canadian family reached 
Chicago from Montreal Monday night. Medi- 
cal-Inspector Garrett made inquiry to see if 
they could spread small-pox. The father and 
child have been successfully vaccinated and 
the mother has had the disease. Commissioner 
De Wolf says there is no danger in them. He 
does not expect small-pox here this winter, if 
precautions avail. Twenty French-Canadian 
families, fugitives from Montreal, are coming 
to Chicago every day, and they are apt to im- 
port the scourge. By and by the influx will 
be even iarger. They come because they have 
the idea that work can always be had, and be- 
cause the city is accessible. So farthis year 
about 4,000 people have been vaccinated, over 
half of them in September. The inspectors 
will be through with the public-school children 
this week, and will then vaccinate the pupils 
in the private and parochial schools. It is 
proposed to go from house to house this winter 
and vaccinate everybody.
